ROHM & HAAS COMPANY STATEMENT 


OF FACTS ON RECENT LAY-OFFS 


The preliminary estimates of Plexiglas sheet business following the cessation of hostilities indicated 
that we could continue to operate the Plexiglas Division, and the chemical departments which serve it, 
without any major cutback. During August sufficient orders for Plexiglas for civilian users were re­ 
ceived to maintain operating levels as scheduled. During September to date, however, contacts with our 
customers indicate that due to reconversion problems we cannot count on any increase in business for 
the next 3 to 6 months. In an endeavor to bridge any reconversion period, the Company has built up its 
inventories to a high level, but inasmuch as the reconversion period may last for from 3 to 6 months, 
we cannot continue to manufacture for inventory. 


On Monday, September 24, 1945, the Plexiglas Division was placed on a 5 day week with a conse­ 
quent reduction iii the number of employees needed. The lay-off was conducted on the basis of the seni­ 
ority policy which is in effect both at Bristol and at Knoxville, whereby employees were laid off from their 
departments by departmental seniority and then placed on other jobs as available based on their plant 
seniority. The complete readjustment of our working personnel has not yet been accomplished but the 
facts to date are that only 7 men have been actually laid off although others have left our employ because 
of their unwillingness to accept transfers to other departments on grounds that are strictly personal. W e 
are presently endeavoring to place these men according to their individual desires in other departments. 
The basis of such assignment will be their service with the C ompany. 


It is true that many female employees have been laid off. The Plexiglas Division is the one major 
division where females can perform the work efficiently and the Rohm & Haas Company is ap p etitive 
of the immeasurable help which has been given to the* war effort by our female employees but, on the 
e ther hand, the departments presently operating at full capacity involve operations which females can­ 
not perform mainly because of their physical limitations. 


Those employees now laid off will be maintained on a list of available labor and will be recalled to 
work as openings become available based on their plant seniority. This again we must emphasize is based 
on the seniority policy in effect both at the Bristol and Knoxville plants.
